Subdiviſions of the SEVENTH CLASS. 


Tux Plants of this Claſs are extremely numerous: It comprehends, beſides thoſe uſually 
diſtinguiſhed by the Title Moanopetalæ, the Stellate and Aſperifoliate Plants, and ſeveral 
other kinds which many earlier authors have ranged as entire and ſeparate Claſſes ; and 
which Nature authoriſes them to conſider as ſuch. But here we have profeſſedly nothing 
to do with the combinations or diſtinctions made by Nature, in the great aſſociations of 
Plants: we ſeek eſſential, abſolute, and obvious diſtinctions in their Flowers and Fruit, 
and uſe them as we find them. The Character of a oxe-yETAL'd FLowER is ſimple, 
perfect, and plain: We therefore place the Plants which have it all together; uſing the 
diſtinctions of which Nature makes ſo much, and of which we ſhall make ſo much when, 
in the ſubſequent parts of this work, we trace her divine footſteps in a natural arrange- 
ment, here only as ſubordinate; as Characters of Tribes, and Families, and Orders, making 
the ſubdiviſions of this great and extenſive artificial Claſs. 

THERE is no part of the Botanic Syſtem in which, to the experienced eye that ſees the 
whole together, the courſe of Nature is ſo plainly to be traced as here: We ſee, and we 
adore her regular progreſſion, from great to leſs, from the entire and perfect to the broken 
and divided, by almoſt imperceptible advances ; and ſtop to wonder at it, even while we for 
the preſent put it from us. Our ſtated method, and the neceſſary firſt knowledge of the 
objects, oblige us to proceed in this ſtrict way; for tis too much to expect that the con- 
nections, places, combinations, and degrees of things be underſtood before the things 
themſelves are known; nor is it indeed poſſible that the human mind ſhould, without this 
firſt knowledge, conceive the plan of Nature's operations ; or entertain the idea of her courſe. 

Tis eaſy to ſee that in this great Claſs Nature has eſtabliſhed her own, let me not ſay 
Diſtinctions, but Gradations ; and left no gap between them: It may not be amiſs fo far alſo 
to introduce our Pupil to her method, as to name thoſe links in her unbroken chain, which 
exiſt palpably in her works, but being excluded by the laws of our firſt method from ap- 
pearing in their places here, might ſeem altogether wanting. Thus Nature in her courſe 


gives the one-petal'd Flower, 1ſt. ſimple and entire, as in the ſtrange, moſt ſtrange Mar c-

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GRAVIA ; then, 2d. with its entire edge folded, as in the Bindwceds ; next, 3d. with thete 
folds torn open, that is, with the Flower divided into parts or ſegments, to a certain depth; 
and theſe in perfect order, and with diſtin& gradation. Firſt the diviſion is into two parts 
only, as in the LABIATE FLoweRs ; next into three, as in the PiNE-APPLE ; then 
into four, as in the CLEAvERs; into fiye, as in the GENT1AN; into fix, as in the Rug ARB; 
even into ſeven, as in the TRIENTALIS ; and hence into the multitudinous Szrizs of the 
MESEMBRIANTHEMUM. 

ALL this regularity there is in Nature; but we ſhould confound all, ſhould we purſye it 
here; for Plants muſt be known by the Student, before they can be thus accurately underſtood. 
Our method, leading to the certain knowledge of the objects, firſt by artificial Characters, 
which are perfectly diſtinct, is obliged to neglect the LABIAT ES, which make the fcond 
great gradation here, becauſe the Flower in them being irregular, that is, irregularly divided, 
they conſtitute our eighth Claſs; and cannot be admitted till all the regular or equal divitions 
of the Petal, and all the compoſitions of regular Petals, in number, have been firſt diſpoſed 
and arranged. 

TH1s may give a general idea of the regular and perfect method Nature follows in 
her own courſe ; and of the juſt ſenſe we entertain of it: It may ſhew, that what appear 
gaps in the great chain of vegetable being, while we purſue this artificial method, are none 
in the reality ; for there are none in Nature ; and explain how, while we permit them here, 
they will be filled up hereafter. 

Tur Reader, who is ſenſible that the very idea of a natural method preſuppoſes a know- 
ledge of the Plants, will fee at once the firſt neceſlity of an artificial one, together with its 
inconveniences. When he obſerves in our ſucceeding detail of the OrDrRs in this Claſs no 
Article between the ſimply folded Flower and that cut into three parts, he will neither infer 
thence that there is none in Nature wherein the diviſion is into two ; nor will he wonder 
why, conceiving that there is one, it appears not in that place ; he will know it cannot, 
conſiſtently with that accuracy of Character on which the firſt knowledege of Plants abſolutely 
depends. 

Tur perfect one-petal'd Plants which compoſe the preſent Claſs, though very numerous, are 
leſs perplexed in their diſtinctions than thoſe in ſeveral of the preceding kinds; ſince they may 
be arranged by certain very obvious, greater Characters, into diſtinct TR1BEs ; and thoſe are 
again capable of a ſubdiviſion into OxDRRS by marks as eſſential: Nor are we denied in 
thoſe parts where the number is greateſt, as in the Tribe where the Petal is divided into 
Parts, an intermediate ſeparation into FAMILIEs, pure, diſtinct, and perfectly ſet apart from 
one another, by Characters obvious to the eye, and incapable of confuſion. 

Tur Claſs of Plants with one- petal'd perfect Flowers, may be firſt naturally divided, ac- 
cording to the general form and outline of the Flower, into three Tribes,

1. CLAMBERING WHEELWEED.

Character of the Species. Marcgravia umbellata. 


The Flowers are diſpoſed in a circular cluſter. Fig, . 4. 

Tuis is a Perennial, native of the woods in South America; a climbing Plant, which 
runs up Trees to the heighth of twelve or fourteen feet ; and flowers throughout the year. 
The Leaves are of a very good green ; the Stalk is hard and brown, tinged uſually with 
crimſon on the ſunny fide. The Flowers are white, and the Berries juicy ; and of ſo deep 
a crimſon that they appear almoſt black. 

THe wonderful aſſemblage of Glands, among which the Footſtalks of the Flowers riſe, 
are of an Olive brown, tinged with crimſon toward the edges. They mimic Flowers, 
but have none of the parts or organs proper to the continuation of the Species ; therefore 
they are mere glandular bodies, a kind of Nectaria; though in an odd place, out of the 
body of the Flower. 

Tux Plant, indeed, is altogether wonderful, and is one of thoſe ſingular kinds which 


connect diſtinct, and ſeemingly diſtant Claſſes, in the order of Nature.

Tr1s is a Perennial, native of our cultivated grounds and hedges, a torment equally to 
the huſbandman and gardener; its ſpreading and vivacious Roots rendering it difficult of ex- 
tirpation. It flowers from June to October. The Leaves are of a bright freſh green, but 
often browniſh at the edge; the Stalks alſo are often browniſh. The Flowers are milk- white; 
they have a filky aſpect; and though they grow upon a Weed, are really beautiful: The 
Stalk is weak, but ſupporting itſelf by winding about ſtronger things, will grow to ſeven 
foot high. The characteriſtic form of the Leaves is to be ſought in thoſe on the lower part 
of the Stalk, the young ones at the head are apt to vary from it. 

Tur Roots of this Plant are a violent purge, yet hogs eat them without hurt: a proof 
how carefully we muſt reaſon from the effects of things on brutes, to thoſe on men. 


2. CREEPING BINDWEED.

THis is a Perennial, native of our dry banks, a Plant of ten inches in length, flower- 
ing in June. The Leaves are of a dead green; the Stalks are rediſh, and the Flowers 
white, elegantly ſtreaked along the folds with crimſon. 


3. BEARDED BINDWEED.

TH1s is a Perennial, native of the Eaſt Indies, a Plant that climbs to ten foot high, and 
flowers in July and Auguſt. The Leaves are of a blueiſh green ; the Stalks are brown ; 


the Flowers are of a pale, but very delicate crimſon.

THis is an Annuaf, native of Aſia, Africa, and America, and familiar in our gardens ; 
where it thrives as well, during its limited period of three or four months, as if it were a 
Native of cooler regions. It is in beauty one of the beſt of our ſummer Plants; and in 
the variation of its Leaves in ſhape, and of its Flowers in colour, it is the greateſt, perhaps, 
of all examples how far Nature can wander without forgetting the original ſource of her 
varieties. 

Tur Plant in its plain, ſimple, and natural ſtate, is a climber among buſhes, running to 
ſeven foot high ; the Leaves are heart-ſhaped, and of a bright green ; the Flowers are of 
a celeſtial blue ; and it is covered with them from June to September. 

W1TH reſpect to the variation of its Flowers in colour, we ſee them crimſon, white, pale 
blue, and ſtreaked ; and ſometimes the ſame Flower has all theſe colours mixed in it : This 
is leſs wonderful than the change of form in the Leaves ; which are ſometimes round, ſome- 
times cornered, and often reſemble thoſe of Ivy. Hence authors, nay and good ones, 
have imagined fix or eight Species. They might have remembered that fo great a variation 
between round and angulated is not without example in the Vegetable world: The Cyclay 
men affords a familiar inſtance, 


5. UMBRELLA'D BINDWEED.

Character of the Species. Convolvulus umbellatus, 


The Leaves are heart-ſhaped ; the Flowers grow in cluſters.

Tuis is a Perennial, native of Jamaica, a Plant which climbs to eight or ten foot high, 
and flowers in Auguſt. The Leaves are of a fine graſs-green, The Stalk is green, but 
lightly tinged with brown : The Flowers are yellow. 


6. JOINT-ROOTING BINDWEED.

The Leaves are heart-ſhaped, but angulated and cut deep into corners; the 


Stalk ſends out thick Roots from its joints.

THrs is a Perennial, native of the Eaſt and Weſt Indies, and in both is valued highly for 
its eſculent Roots. The Stalks trail upon the ground to the length of five or ſix foot, and are 
hairy and green: The Leaves are of a deep green; the Roots are white within, but have 
a crimſon Rind, when in perfection, not unlike in colour to our Salmon Radiſh, but tube- 
rous and large. The Flowers are of a pale crimſon, but it ſeldom ſhews them,

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7. WELTED BINDWEED.

Character of the Species. ; ; Convolvulus Ta Sis. 
The Stalk is ſquare, and welted with thin films ; the Leaves are angulated, 
and the Flowers grow in cluſters. Fig. 1. «bed. 


Tuis is a Perennial, native of the Eaſt Indies; a Plant which climbs to twelve foot high, 
and flowers in Auguſt. The Leaves are of a whitiſh green, and ſoft to the touch; the 
Stalks are alſo whitiſh ; the Flowers are large and numerous, and very elegant : They are 
ſometimes white all over, but are often ſtreaked and blotched with a pale crimſon. Some- 
times alſo the ground colour of the Flower is crimſon, and the Streaks are white. 

Tur Root of this Plant is the Turbith of our ſhops; a purge uſeful in many caſes, and 
worthy to be more uſed than it is. All the Bindweeds have ſomething of this quality ; and 
it is worth the attention of ſome phyſician to try what may be done by properly managing 
the Leaves of our own. 


8. DEEP- CUT BIND WEED. 


Plate 5. Fig. 2. 
Character of the Species. Convolvulus althæoides. 


The Leaves are cut into deep obtuſe oblong Lobes; the Flowers grow two 
on each Footſtalk. Fig. 2. abed. 


Tx1s is a Perennial, native of the South of Europe, and alſo of the Levant Iſlands ; 
a very ſingular and very beautiful Plant. It climbs among buſhes to the heighth of ſix or 
ſeven foot, and flowers from June to October. The Leaves are of a whitiſh green, and 
have a delicate ſilvery aſpect ; the Stalk is alſo pale. The Flowers are of a delicate light 
crimſon. The Leaves of this Plant vary extremely in the degtee and depth of the divi- 
ſions ; but their general outline is always the ſame. 


9. TRILOBATE BINDWEED.

Character of the Species. a Convolvulus tomentoſus. 
Tne Leaves are cut into three Lobes; the whole Plant is covered with down. 
a b. 


TH1s is a Perennial, native of Jamaica and Carolina; a Plant that climbs to eight or ten 
foot high, and flowers in Auguſt. The Stalk is white and woolly ; the Leaves are alſo 
whitiſh ; the Flowers are of a very beautiful crimſon. In the outſkirts of ſome woods they 
cover the whole ſurface of the Trees and Shrubs, and giye the reſemblance of a ſheet of 


crimſon ſattin, conſpicuous at ſeveral miles diſtance. 
10. KI DN E - 
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10. KIDNEY-LEAVED BINDWEED.

Character of the Species. Convolvulus Soldanella dictus. 
The Leaves are roundiſh, but dented at the Footſtalks; the Flowers ſtand 
ſingle. Fig. 1. abc. 


Tus is a Perennial, native of our fea coaſts, a little Plant that ſtraggles on the ground 
to eight or ten inches in length, and flowers in June. The Stalk is of a dull green; the 
Leaves alſo are of an unpleaſing duſky hue, and are often ſunburnt, brown, and crimſon : 
The Flowers are of a ſtrong red. 

Tuls Plant has conſiderable virtues, but is too powerful for the hands in which it is 
uſually truſted. I have found it a purge of the more violent kind; excellent in droplics. 
With the vulgar it uſually vomits alſo vehemently ; and this is from their coarſe way of ad- 
miniſtering it, or from an over-doſe: for every purge in an over-doſe is a vomit, and every 
vomit in a ſmaller doſe a purge. In Eſſex they eat the Leaves raw with vinegar, as a ſallad, 
to purge and vomit them, which they do too violently : there are indeed accounts of death 
from it. When freſh it is full of a hitter milky juice; the beſt way to uſe it is dry, and 
infuſed with bruiſed Anniſeeds. 


11. RUGGED BINDWEED.

Character of the Species. Convolvulus hirtus, 
The Leaves are hearted at the baſe, ſharp pointed, and covered with firm 
hairs ; the Flowers grow in cluſters, Fig. 2. abc d. 


Tuls is a Perennial, native of China, a Plant that trails upon the ground, to about a 
foot in length, and flowers in May. The Leaves are of a faint yellowiſh green ; the Stalks 
are harſh to the touch ; the Flowers are crimſon. 


12. GOATSFOOT BINDWEED.

Character of the Species. ; Convolvulus Pes Capræ dictus. 


The Leaves are cloven at the end; the Flowers ſtand ſingle. W ak 


Tuls is a Perennial, native of the Eaſt Indies; a Plant that climbs to many feet in heighth, 
and flowers in June. The Leaves are of a bright green, and gloſly ; the Stalks are green 
and tender ; the Flowers are crimſon. | 


13, NIP'D BINDWEED.

Character of the Species. ; Convolvulus Braſilienſis. 
The Leaves are oblong, and nipped away at the end ; the Flowers ſtand in 
cluſters, Fig. 4. a ö. 


THis 1s a Perennial, native of the ſea coaſts of South America ; a Plant that covers the 
bare ſand with a vaſt redundance of branchy Stalks, often twelve inches long, and Flowers 
in June. The Leaves are pale ; the Stalk is browniſh ; the Flowers, which are very nu- 


merous, are of a bright crimſon, 
Vor.

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14. THORNY BINDWEED.

Character of the Species. Convolyulus aculeatus. 


The Leaves are heart-ſhaped, and the Stalks are thorny. py, 1. a4. 


THis is a Perennial, native of South America, as alſo of Africa, and ſome other of the 
hot climates ; a ſcrambling Plant of no great beauty, flowering in Auguſt. The Stalk is 
firm, browniſh, covered with irregular Thorns, and by climbing upon other things, riſes 
to twenty foot in heighth : the Leaves are of a ſtrong green ; the Flowers are of a pale 
crimſon, with fine green ribs behind. 

Tux purging qualities poſſeſſed by the Bindweeds in general are faid to reſide in 
this, with a degree of mildneſs which would place it, if the accounts can be de- 
pended upon, far above the others. Some Plants, ſeeming to be of this Species, 
were raiſed laſt year in the noble ſtove in the exotic garden of her royal highneſs 
the Princeſs of Wales at Kew: They run up to the top of that vaſt ſtructure, but 
did not flower. In winter they died down to the root; but they are now ſhooting thence 
again, and probably will flower this ſeaſon. The Bona Nox of authors difters only from this 
in the colour of the Flower, and bigneſs of the Leaves, both owing to its growing more in 
ſhade upon the banks of rivers; the Flower there is white, but ſtill preſerves the green 
ribs of this, though it wants the tint of crimſon.

The Root of this Plant yields the 
drug called Scammony ; a powerful, but very uncertain purgative. They wound it, and 
place ſhells to receive the white juice that runs from it, which grows of a dark grey as 
it hardens. I believe it is often adulterated, for ſome parcels have very little virtue.

It grows to 
about two foot in heighth, and flowers naturally in February. With us who keep it in 
an artificial heat, ſeaſons are nearly equal ; and it is not eaſy, from what we ſee here, to 
determine either the time of the appearance of any part, or the entire duration of the 
whole; but Nature ſo far prevails even in this forced ſtate, that no Pine-apples are fo good 
as thoſe of June, which ripen from the February ſhoot. 

The Leaves are of a freſh green; the Flowers are pale, and the Fruit is yellowiſh. The 
firſt Pine-apples we had in Europe were of the oval ſhape, and whitiſh when cut; the 
conic yellow kind we now raiſe are pleaſanter and more wholeſome.

The Stalk is thick, ribbed, branched, beſet 
with hairs almoſt as hard as briſtles, and grows to two foot and a half high. The Leaves are 
of a pale green ; the Flowers are ſmall and yellow ; the Berries, when ripe, are of ſo deep 
a purple, that they are nearly black. The root of this Plant is the Madder uſed in dying. 
It may be uſeful to thoſe who wiſh to cultivate it, to know that the Plant will grow very 
freely from cutings, and make good roots that way, and a great quantity of them : the 
Berries ripen yearly with me at Bayſwater, and from the Seeds in them young Plants riſe 
freely; but the other ways of cutings and offsets are ſo eaſy this is not worth practice.

Character of the Species. Polemonĩum reptans; 


The Leaves are winged, naturally with ſeven Leafits only; the Flowers 


droop, and the Cup is longer than the tube, Fig. 2. 0 


Tuts is a Perennial, native of Virginia; a Plant lower and leſs handſome than the 
former, otherwiſe very like it, flowering in April. The Stalk is weak and ribbed; the 
Leaves are of a faint green; the Flowers are blue. 


3. CRIMSON GREEK VALE RIAN. 


Plate 60. Fig. 3. 
Character of the Species. Polemonium rubrum. 


The Leaves are winged, with ſlender Leafits; the Cup is much ſhorter than 


the tube of the Flower. Fig. 3. #bc. 


TH1s is a very elegant Plant, and very fingular; a Biennial, native of Carolina, and 
flowers in June. The Stalk is whitiſh, and two foot and a half high ; the Leaves are of a 
pale, but dull green; the Flowers are of a delicate crimſon. This Plant joins the Ipomæas 
and the Polemoniums, 


4. SPEAR-LEAVED GREEK VALERIAN. 


Plate 60. Fig. 4. 
Character of the Species. Polemonium dubium. 


The lower Leaves are ſpear-ſhaped, and the upper lanced. pig. ,. a4. 


Tuis is a Biennial, native of Virginia; a Plant of two foot and a half high, flowering 
in June. The Stalk is firm and pale; the Leaves are of a very fine green; the Flowers 
are of a beautiful blue. 
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
